“WESTWARD HO!”’ 


It takes a big map to depict jour- 
neys in the West. The “parish” of the 
National Conference of Social Work 
stretches much farther to the west- 
ward of Kansas City than it does in 
the opposite direction. Mountain 
ranges and deserts separate or lie 
about the population centers from 
which many of the western members 
hail. 

When one gets well out toward the 
Pacific, Kansas City is not known as a 
western locality. But it is so much far- 
ther in that direction than the National 
Conference usually meets that the oc- 
casion has been welcomed by members 
in that region as their particular op- 
portunity. So, before they left the 
Pittsburgh Conference last June, the 
western delegation planned a trip for 
the General Secretary to visit them. 

That journey has just been com- 
pleted. It oceupied the entire month 
of March, to a day. Twenty thriving 
communities were included and thirty- 
eight group meetings were held. Al- 
most seven thousand miles were trav- 
eled, an average of about nine per hour 
for every hour of absence from head- 
quarters. If all those met on this trip 
were added to the Conference member- 
ship, the enrollment would be nearly 
doubled. 

Social work in the real West has a 
character of its own. The proverbial 
secretary of the proverbial committee 
in Boston might be disconcerted, at 
first, if she had to travel a hundred 
miles horseback to see some of her 
clients or supporters. But this descrip- 
tion, while typical of certain regions, 
would not be accepted by the social 
worker of the metropolitan centers of 
the West—let us say, of the Bay dis- 
trict of California. 


The West might well claim to be the 
best hope for progressive, constructive 
social work. But that is another story 
—one of interpretation, which cannot 
be attempted in the present space. The 
fullest, most reliable reflection of con- 
ditions is to be obtained by members 
from the Bast coming out in great 
numbers to meet and exchange experi- 
ences with the representatives of the 
West at the Kansas City Conference.

Nominations 

The Committee on Nomination, 
James F. Jackson of Cleveland, chair- 
man, will meet at luncheon on May 
15, the opening day of the conference. 
They are required by the by-laws to 
report nominations not later than the 
opening evening of the conference. 
Under the present election rules it is 
optional for the committee to nominate 
more than one person for any office. 
After publication of the report of the 


Committee on Nomination the entire 
day, Thursday, May 16, will intervene 
during which under the rules it will 
be possible for opposing candidates 
to be suggested. The election as usual 
will be by ballot. 


Petitions 

The new rules of the Conference 
affecting preparation of the program, 
as adopted at the Pittsburgh meeting, 
make provision for petitioning divi- 
sion committees for the inclusion of 
topics of discussion in the program 
of the annual meeting. One such peti- 
tion was received early in the year 
from Ernest S. Kavanagh, of Boston, 
and others, for the discussion of busi- 
ness methods in the administration of 
charity. Arrangement has been made 
for the group most interested in the 
subject to meet at luncheon during 
Conference week. 

Another petition dated April 6 and 
signed by Roscoe C. Edlund, of Balti- 
more, and others, calls for the inclusion 
in the plans of discussions at Kansas 
City of a greater number of subjects 
affecting the war and makes nine speci- 
fic suggestions. The program as ex- 
panded prior to the date of the petition, 
and as originally planned though but 
briefly indicated in the preliminary 
program, has been considered by Presi- 
dent Woods to so nearly fulfill the re- 
quests of the petitioners as to require 
no special reference to the Executive 
Committee before the publication of 
the revised program. 

A petition dated April 10 and signed 
by Hornell Hart, of Cincinnati, and 
others, and sent by them to chairmen 
of appropriate divisions, calls for “the 
discussion of certain fundamental eco- 
nomic problems relating to the war,” 
which the petitioners believe are not 
included. The difficulties of bringing 
the program to the state of complete- 
ness represented in the revised edition 
have been so great and the plans of 
the divisions themselves have been of 
such plastic character, due to the cir- 
cumstances of the year, that it has not 
been practicable to secure formal ac- 
tion on this petition prior to the pub- 
lication of the present Bulletin. 


Where Next? 

Has the National Conference ever 
met in your city? Has it met there 
or in your region within the present 
period of development of social agen- 
cies and social thinking? In its forty- 
five years’ history meetings have been 
heid in every region of the United 
States. The 1897 conference met in 
Toronto, Canada. 

Considerable attention and effort is 
devoted by the headquarters office, in 
co-operation with the local Committee 
on Arrangements in the conference 
city, to making the occasion of the 
annual meeting one for raising the 
level of social thinking throughout the 
region where the session is held, and 
of increasing the familiarity of the pub- 
lic with the newer standards and meth- 
ods of social work.
